The German army is “‘inside the gates of Paris,”’

Mitchell. 


Charles N. Elliott, director of 
the State Division of Wild Life, 
yesterday named M. D. McRae, 
district chief of the Piedmont 
ranger district, as acting director 
of coastal game and fisheries to 
succeed Joe D. Mitchell, who was 
/suspended Wednesday. , 
| McRae was named to the post 
pending a hearing of the case be- 
fore Governor Rivers. All infor- 
/mation obtained by Elliott in his 
‘investigation will be presented to 
ithe Governor at the hearing, the 
wild life director said. 

At the same time Elliott issued | 
-a statement in which he outlined | 
his reasons for suspending Mitch- 


ell. His statement follows: 

I have no personal animosity ‘oward 
Mr. Mitchell. When the department was 
reorganized last summer, I discussed the 
coastal situation with the Governor and 
made the suggestion that Mr. Mitchell 
be given an opportunity to take over 
the coastal area and reorganize it on a| 
sound basis. An executive order was 
passed stating that an emergency ex- 
|} isted on the Georgia coast inasmuch 
as the sea food industry had been on a. 
very marked decline and that this had | 
| resulted in a great loss to Georgia. 

Mr. Mitchell was placed in charge of 
the coastal area at my suggestion. From 
the beginning he refused to follow the 
general policy of the Division of Wild | 
Life. He refused, for instance, to place | 
his men on the merit system, or even 
to send them to the training school in 
Atlanta from which the wild life rangers 
for the other 153 counties outside the 
coastal area were selected. - He refused 
to’ place his men in uniform, another 
general policy of the division. It was 
necessary to force his co-operation for 
the revised method of hunting and fish- 
ing license sale and distribution when 
this revision was made by the state au- 
ditor’s office.

Newnan move on with unhurried 
flow. The roots of this town go 
deep into the past. The old men 
who founded it and built it and 
made it rich are just bearded pic- 
tures on the walls of courthouse, 
bank and business house now, but 
their blood still flows in the veins 
of the men who_make up modern 
Newnan, and their vision and their 
energy are still characteristics of 
the town. 

There is a strange sense 
family continuity in Newnan. De- 
scendants of the men who built 
Newnan’s industries years ago, still 
loom big in Newnan’s affairs to- 
day. And grandsons of the men 
who worked at Newnan’'s first 
looms still work at Newnan’s 
looms today. There is: no drift- 
ing, rootless population here. 

There are many wealthy men 
in Newnan, but there is little of 
what might be termed an aristoc- 
racy of. wealth in the snobbish 
sense.

Plane Experts 
Cite Flaws in 
Nazis’ Stukas 


Power-Dive Makes Them 
Vulnerable to Machine- 
oun Fire.

Two experts on the subject said 
in an interview here today that 
the recent news from the western 
front has revealed serious weak- 
‘nesses in the German air force. 
'The weaknesses are of a serious 
enough nature to prove fatal in 
time if not corrected. 

One of the men interviewed was 
L. A. Swirbul, operating vice pres- 
ident of the Grumman Aircraft 
Company, which has manufactured 
all the single-seater combat planes 
the United States navy has bought 
in the last five years. The other 
was Selden Converse, a Grumman 
test pilot who was with the navy 
for three years and has extensive 
experience with dive-bombing. 

Stukas Obsolete. 

The news reports they regard 
as having exposed defects in Nazi 
air power are: 

i—The Stuka has emerged as 
the most formidable ship in Ger- 
many’s hands.

ance required by the United States 
army and navy. “It has a maxi- 
mum speed of 236 miles an hour, 
he said, “and is already old hat 
as far as we are concerned.” 
°—The use of machineguns on 
the ground against Stukas engaged 
in dive-bombing has been so suc- 
cessful as to cause a perceptible 
slackening off in these operations. 

Both Converse and Swirbul de- 
clared that machineguns could be 
effective in such proportions only 
against airplanes that were unable 
because of structural weakness to 
dive-bomb “as dive-bombing is 
understood over here.” 

3—The escape of a large por- 
tion of the Allied army from Dun- 
kerque “under the noses of the 
Stukas after they had been assem- 
bled at great cost by the German 
land forces.” 

The purpose the tactic of 
dive-bombing, it was pointed out, 
is to insure accuracy by bringing 
the plane close to its target and 
to increase the margin of safety 
for the attacking plane by getting 
it through the curtain of fire at a 
speed and in an “attitude” which 
present maximum difficulties for 
the defense. 

“Antiaircraft guns,’ said Con- 
verse, “are good only against 
planes which are not changing al- 
titude rapidly or moving at great 
speed. They are heavy things to 
move and you can get an idea how

hard it is to shoot a plane with 
them when you remember how 
often you miss with a shotgun 
against ducks. The shotgun can 
be thrown around fast, the anti- 
aircraft gun cannot. The duck 
travels 50 or 60 miles an hour, the 
airplane 400 miles an hour and, 
in a power dive may be going 500 
or 600 miles an hour. That means, 
if the ship you are protecting is 
100 feet long, the plane is going to 
cover the length of it in something 
ilke one-tenth of a second—in th 
winking of a camera shutter, lt- 
erally less than in the winking of 
an eye. 

“Ground fire and ship fire at 
Dunkerque was so effective, ac- 
cording to the evidence we have 
in the pictures of the men 
alive in England, that the 
mans dropped most of 
hombs from on high.”

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Cleveland Baseball Players Demand That Oscar Vitt Be Fired 


Vitt Goes Wild 
on Bench, Tribe 
Players Charge 


Boss Accused of Compar- 
ing Team Unfavorably 
With Minor Leaguers. 


CLEVELAND, June 13.—(4)— 
Veteran members of the Cleveland 
Indians today personally laid be- 
fore President Alva Bradley a de- 
mand that Manager Oscar Vitt be 
jired. 

The mass protest, believed un- 
precedented in major league base- 
ball history, came as a majority 
of the players confronted Bradley 
on their return from a disastrous 
eastern trip where they lost eight 
of 13 games. 

The players told Bradley they 
could not play the kind of base- 
ball of which they are capable as 
long as Vitt remained at the helm: 
Their charges, according to the 
Plain Dealer, included insincerity, 
ridiculing of players and caustic 
criticism. 

Although the meeting was kept 
secret, Bradley later admitted that 
“so few of the boys wanted things 
corrected.” 

“Naturally I am going to look 
into the matter,” Bradley - said, 
“but until. I have investigated 
thoroughly, I can’t say what action 
will be taken.” 

ROOKIES ABSENT. 


It was learned that a few In- 
dians were not at the meeting, ab- 
sentees including Beau Bell and 
Al Smith, acquired this season, 
and Rookies Lou Boudreau, Ray 
Mack. Clarence Campbell and 
Mike Naymick. ts 

“They (the absentees) didnt 
want any part of the protest,” a 
spokesman for the group declared, 
‘and we were glad they 
We felt Bradley would be more 
impressed by the testimony of the 
fellows who have been’ around 
long enough to knaw ‘what they re 
talking about.” 

Bradley refused to divulge the 
nature of the charges. However, 
the Plain Dealer said the protest- 
ers made these accusations: 

That Vitt had ridiculed his play- 
ers.in conversations with news- 
paper writers, fans and opposing 
players and managers; _ 

That he had undermined the 
confidence and spirit of the in- 
dividuals by sarcastic comments 
on their- failures; 


That he had proved himself in- | 


sincere in his dealings with the 
players; 
“WILD MAN.” 

That he is a “wild man” on the 
bench, storming up and down, 
voicing caustic comments on his 
players’ actions and communicat- 
ing his “jitters” to the players; 

That his antics have made him 
a laughing stock among other 
teams and that the Indians have 
lost dignity and pride thereby: 

That heshas persisted in com- 
paring the Indians unfavorably 
with minor league teams he has 
managed, notably the Newark 
Bears of 1937 who won the In- 
ternational League pennant by 
25 1-2 games. 

Undercurrent rumblings against 
Vitt nearly reached the surface 
last season, but Bradley stepped 
in and signed him to a new con- 
tract. The Indians then finished 
strong and took third place 

“We made up our minds then 
we might as well make the best of 
a bad situation,” a. veteran player 
said recently. When we went to 
spring training camp this vear we 
were determined to wipe the slate 
cléan-and start over again.’ But 
before the season was two weeks 
old he had driven most of us half 
crazy . We are a good hall club 
and we've got a chance to win t 
pennant, but if he manages the 
team all- year we'll be lucky to 
finish fourth.” 

Several incidents the recent 
eastern trip were reported to have 
brought the protest to a head. 

VITT REACTS. 

On Tuesday Bob Feller, ranked 
by many the best pitcher in base- 
ball, was being hit hard by the 
Boston Red Sox. The Plain Deal- 
er quotes players as describing 
Vitt’s verbal reaction thus: : 

“Look at him! He’s surppposed 
to be my ace! I'm supposed 
win a pennant with that kind of 
pitching. 

Feller was reported to - have 
heard the comment as he stood on 
the pitching mound.

Tests made by the health authorities in a town in Ontario, Canada, 
showed colon bacilli, streptococci and diphtheroid bacilli present on 
spoons, forks, tumblers and the like in use in 18 places where foods 
and drinks were dispensed. Nine out of ten such utensils were found 
so infected even after they had been washed and made ready for use. 
The health authorities conducting the tests concluded that more than 
half of the restaurants or beverage dispensing places were not prop- 
erly Sterliziing the utensils or satisfactorily cleaning them before 
sterilization. 

Accordingly the health authorities recommended the use of a solu- 
tion of chlorine, 100 parts per million parts of water, for rinsing uten- 
sils after the Ordinary soap and water washing. They recome- 
mended installation of double sinks where these were lacking. Sev- 
eral months later they made the same bacteriological tests. and this 
time the utensils were found practically free from germs. 

This investigation seems to that the minimum requirement 
for every place where food and drinks are dispensed to the public 
are, first, washing of all utensils with soap and hot water; second, 
drying without use of hand towels: third ‘Insing in a weak chlorine 
solution, and, fourth, double sinks.

Utilities Magnate Looks 
for Break From Fa- 
vorite Sons.

WASHINGTON, June 13.—With 
the Republican national conven- 
tion now only nine days off, in- 
creasing signs within the party 
point to a probable deadlock 
which may result in the nomina- 
tion of a dark-horse contender for 
the Presidency—Wendell L. Will- 
kie, outspoken business critic of 


the Roosevelt administration and 
head of the billion-dollar Com-

corporation. 


It is one of the political phenom- | 


ena of the times that someone of 
Willkie’s corporate affiliations 
should find himself suddenly pro- 
jected in the role of a leading Re- 
publican Presidential possibility. 


Yet that is the undisputed situa- 
ion as regards his candidacy to- 
ay—less than two v’eeks before 

the G. O. P. meets in Philadelphia 

June 24 to make a national ticket 

for the November elections. 


Trend Gains Momentum. 

Seasoned Republican political 
heads and trained observers of the 
national scene have noted the 
Willkie trend gain momentum for 
the past few weeks. Currently it 
has reached a point where the 
latest Gallup poll places him in 
second position in the popularity 
rating among avowed and poten- 
tial candidates for the Republican 
nomination. 

Even Senator Vandenberg, of 
Michigan, himself one of the three 
leading avowed candidates for the 
prize, is now saying privately that 
he expects the nomination to go 
to Willkie after an initial period 
of balloting which will fail to de- 
velop a majority for any of the 
more active contenders having 
most of the pledged delegates. 
Others equally influential within 
the party are beginning silently to 
take the same view. 

Amazed Himself. 

The New York utilities man, 
whose company affiliates include 
the Georgia Power Company, and 
who is well known in Atlanta, has 


-absorbed some of the optimism 


that his boosters are developing 
over his chances. In Washington 
yesterday to deliver a speech be- 
fore the National Press Club he 
confided to intefwiewers' with 
re- 
gards his prospects as so good that 
he has been left somewhat amazed 
y it all. 
’ Willkie does not expect to be 
nominated on the first ballot. The 
most he is able: to look forward to 
at the moment is some 70 votes on 
that count. But neither does he 
expect ‘anyone of the other lead- 


of New York: Senator Taft, of 
Ohio, or Senator Vandenberg—to 
gain the nomination that soon. The 
convention, he believes, will go 
along for five or six ballots be- 
fore the break comes.

It 
nurtured the great Aegean civilization, the 
splendors of Egypt, the Babylonian era, the 
might of the Medes and Persians; the golden 
age Of Pericles and the rise of the empire of 
Alexander of the Greek 
Upon its broad bosom it mothered the 


upon the ruins re- 
public. 
great fleets of trade vessels that opened the 
ports of the eastern and western worlds to the 
interchanges and competition of commerce and 
the concomitant of war. 

The presence today of the greatest con- 
centration of naval power in the history of 
the world in the Mediterranean presages a re- 
turn to the tideless sea of its heritage, for on 
these waters were fought most of the known 
naval battles of the world. Almost 500 years 
before the birth of Christ, the war galleys of 
Xerxes the Persian smashed the Greeks in the 
Bay of Salamis. The 


Greek states for supremacy culminating in the 


vast struggles of the 
Peloponnesian .war were waged chiefly in an 
effort to seize naval control from Athens. The 
fleets of Tyre and Sidon long contained the 
powerful land armies of Alexander and kept 
them from fatal contact with the Persians of 
Darius. 

These conflicts in turn were dwarfed by the 
terrible struggle between Rome and Carthage 
for control of the sea lanes over which moved 
the bulk of the world’s goods. Thirty-one years

while Octavius and Mark Antony fought the 
sea battle of the ancient world. In

THE CAPITAL PARADE 


By JOSEPH ALSOP AND ROBERT KINTNER. 
ENEMIES FROM WITHIN WASHINGTON, June 13.—As if 


the news from abroad were not 
sufficiently appalling, there are now signs that serious trouble may 
break out on this side of the Atlantic much sooner than has been 
thought. War Department authorities were talking of hemisphere 
defense in terms of months not so very long ago. They now com- 
pute the danger in terms of weeks, or simply say that trouble may 
begin tomorrow. 

In this country, it has begun already. Within the past fortnight 
there have been three cases of what is regarded as undoubted 
sabotage in American aviation plants. In one the poles bringing 
electric power lines into an important factory were found sawed 
most of the way through. In another a factory’s central power 
switch had been maliciously damaged. And in the third an effort 
had been made to block a factory’s water main. None was suc- 
cessful. None was really serious. So far as is known, none has ‘as 
yét been fully investigated. For these reasons, no great stir has 
been made. 

Yet these incidents should serve to put the country on notice, 
as should the signs aforementioned in the nations to the southward. 
These are less tangible. Among bona fide members of German 
colonies in several countries, there has been a tremendous amount 
of traveling and other unexplained and unusual activity. At sev- 
eral points, notably Uruguay and Panama, there are concentrations 
of nonresident Germans, who are ostensibly tourists, refugees, sail- 
ors or fishermen, or have similar excuses for their presence In a 
foreign country. Thert have been one or two unpleasant, although 
possibly quite innocent, incidents, as when a Chilean ship recently 
rammed the Panama canal breakwater at Colon. 


SMELL THE SAME. There is a considerable division of opinion 


within the government as to the weight 
to be given these signs. In the State Department, for example, a 
faction of officials whose judgment has been excellent in the past 
is inclined to regard any present alarm as unjustified. This faction 
admits the sign, but argues that they cannot mean much, Since 
Berlin would serve no useful purpose by provoking immediate 
trouble in this hemisphere. 

A perhaps larger group of equally competent Judges feels the 
acute alarm, however. Pointing, for example, to the “sailors,” 
refugees” and the rest, they remark grimly, “They all smell the 
same and they all the same nest.’ These men actually 
take the position that a definite overt act, such as an attempt to 
Panama canal, the oil refineries at Aruba or some other 
point in the hemisphere, is quite within 
immediate future. They are the ones who say, that the trouble may 
begin tomorrow. 

Because their opinion is at least tenable, steps have already been 
taken to minimize the danger as far a§ possible. Aruba island has 
beer cleared of suspicious characters within the last few days. The 
Dutch have dealt firmly with the situation in Curacao, and the Eng- 
lish authorities that in British Guiana. Finally, within the 
past ten days, the War Department has conducted a drastic clean-up 
of the Panama Canal Zone, and although it is impossible to do any- 
thing about aliens in Panama City itself, the threat to the canal has 
been reduced as possible at present. 


DIVIDING OUR RANKS The whole business of foreign agents, 


sabotage, fifth columns and the rest 
of it would sound too like a novel by John Buchan to be even faintly 
credible, if we did not alréady have the tragic evidence of Norway, 
Holland and Belgium. As to the power of Berlin to make trouble 
in the immediate future, there seems to be little doubt anywhere 
In the government. Those who take the more alarming view of the 
Situation give an interesting reason, moreover, why trouble should 
be made.

WHAT THEY THINK OF US. What Latin Americans think of 
North Americans is one of those 

things that never seems to come up for discussion these days, 

Our noisiest thinkers condemn Germany one day for “protect- 
ing” neighboring countries, and the next day urge that we extend 
approximately the same sort of “protection” to our southern neigh- 
bors. Apparently, they believe it would be appreciated. I don't 

I worked on a Central American banana plantation once. It is 
a very even sort of life. so routine and uneventful that a creeping 
paralysis born of monotony is about all anybody gets out of it. Ex- 
cept, perhaps, an idea of what Central Americans think of us, 

On week days every Central American patriot loves North Amer- 
ica and his North American brothers. But on Saturdays, after a 
few highballs, the patriots liked to discuss which plantations they 
will take over when their government confiscates North American 
properties, 

And on monthly pay days, North American overseers either left 
the plantations or locked themselves in their houses and pretended 
not to understand Spanish while outside their drunken laborers 
cursed them and drew sparks from the railroad tracks with their 


machetes. 

MANNERS AND THE MARINES [I traveled through the north- 
ern countries of South Amer- 

ica once. It is fun if you have a tough hide, a cast-iron stomach, 

and don't run across any lady authors whose favorite adjective is 

“quaint.” 

The countries are beautiful and the people most hospitable. But 
you may be greeted with a clenched Communist fist in one city and 
a Straight-armed German salute in another. 

And there, as elsewhere, everybody loves North America as long 
as they are sober enough to remember their manners and the 
marines. 

“South Americans,” a university professor told me, “like North 
Americans individually, but hate and fear them as a race.” 

It was not an original thought of the professor’s. As the holder 
of four degrees from European and North American universities, all 
originality had long ago been educated out of him. He was simply 
voicing a widely held opinion, an opinion as popular as the one that 
the Monroe Doctrine is a cloak aggression when and if it be- 
comes necessary. 

I spent six in Mexico one summer. The pink government 
had closed churches and church schools and the Vatican had added 
many new names of martyrs, 

The North American press did not show the indignation it showed 
over the persecution of the Jews in Germany. Washington 
playing a new game. It was “Good Neighbor.” So 
Mexico yeered and confiscated the properties of United States citi- 
zens. Other Latin-American countries caught to the game, 
laughed, and confiscated too. 


DREAMS OF REVENGE

There is an error of thinking 1n 
which each of us is likely to fall.
